"Blue Laws" of Connecticut, who 
have never read a single one of 
thorn and more refer to a,n ingen- 
ious fraud perpetrated by a man 
namd Peters who wrote histories 
used In the schools and gave as 
laws a list of purest fabrication. 


The first code of law passed by 


Connecticut Puritans was of course 
Blue. The people had fled to this 
country to escape tyranny .and per- 
secution and to worship God as 
they 
pleased. 
The 
laws 
they 


adopted wore modeled on the old 
English law, but they were raauy 
times more liberal, and merciful. 
What to us seem to be the ultimate 
of barbarism and fanaticism In the 
Connecticut "Blue Laws" -were lib- 
eral and merciful compared with 
tho laws of England in that day. 
As latb as 1SOO In England ther* 
were more than 200 crimes speci- 
fied in the law as worthy of death. 
In Connecticut the first code made 
only 12 offenses deserving of tho 
death penalty. 


To us today the old Puritan laws, 


the Church and State wore 
the 


same, are barKarous, cruel and aw- 
ful. But to them they were mild. 
They compared with the laws of 
England whence they had fled to 
escape sure enough barbarity.
